The agriculture department said today prospective civilian 
food supplies this year will be more than adequate in all parti 
of the nation to meet essential needs. 

Per capita supplies of all foods, the department reported, 
are expected to bo from two to four per cent above average 
consumption in three prewar years. However, they will be 
from five to seven per cent below 194'1 consumption. 

At the same time the Republican congressional food study 
committee declared "a serious and critical situation with 
reference to fata and oils is now facing the American people."

Anyone Interested In a peace of veneeanco 
against Japan will find cold comfort In nn 
article by Hallctt Abend In the June Issue of 
Tomorrow magazine. For It i.i Mr. Abend's 
contention that n defeated Japan can prosper 
without either colonies or heavy Industry. And 
he produces figures to bolster that conten- 
tion. 

Fifty years after Japan acquired Formosa, 
he says, there were only 300,000 Japs among 
the O,0n0,000 Inhabitants. Formosa was too 
hot, the Japs said. After possessing the south- 
em half of Sakhallcii for 38 years, there wore 
only 200,000 Japs there. Too cold, said the 
Japs. 

They couldn't hick about the Korean cli- 
mate, lor It's the same as Japan's. Yet Mr. 
Abend tells us that In 1941, 31 year.s after Ja- 
pan grabbed Korea, there were only 250,000 
resident Japs among the 24,000,000 Koreans. 
His obvious point Is that the Japs don't have 
to or want to colonize. 

Heavy Industry, Mr. Abend tells us, wo.-, a 
new hothouse flower In Japan, brought along 
by government subsidy. He claims that In- 
dustries paid taxes of 3 per cent or less, while 
the peasants were taxed up to 20 per cent to 
make up the difference. Removal of heavy 
Industries, he says, would lighten taxes by 
which Japan haa been paying for their war. 

We'd hate to see the Japs get a soft berth 
out of a hard peace. But If Mr. Abend Is right, 
we may as well make up our minds to take 
away their colonies and war-mnklng Indus- 
try and go ahead and let 'em prosper.

But another 
reason was that Hlmmler suffered to the end 
Irora a notorious nazl falling: He couldn't 
keep his mouth shut. 

Tho fact that he was perhaps the most 
hated man In the world seems not to have oc- 
curred to htm.

So he had 
to end his masquerade and proclaim to his 
captors, "I am Helnrlch Hlmmler" — as if It 
were actually something to be proud of.
